S.O 430.—In exercise of the powers conferred on me by clause 14 of the 
Cotton Control Order, 1955, I hereby direct that with effect from 28th January, 
1964, no person shall, except in accordance with the permission in writing of the 
Cotton Adviser, Deputy Director, or Assistant Director of Cotton in the Office of 
the Textile Commissioner, Bombay, transport or cause to be transported either in 
loose form or full pressed bales any variety of cotton by rail, road or water from 
any place within each of the Districts of the Gujarat State mentioned in the 
Schedule given below to any place outside each of the said Districts. 

Provided that this restriction shall not apply to Surti Vijalpa and Cambodia 
A and B cottons certified as such by the State Department of Agriculture or 
‘Agmarked’ with respective labels under the Cotton Grading and Marketing Rules, 
1939 or certified by the East India Cotton Association Ltd., Bombay.
